Current Negotiations 
Give Rise to New 
Hopes for Coal Mines 

OTTAWA—(OP)— Negotiations 
currently going on with the aim 
of selling Canadian coal to Japan 
may eventually bring new life to 
the coal mines in Alberta and 
British Columbia. 

“There is nothing definite about 
it at the moment,” Mines Minis¬ 
ter Prudham told a reporter in 
an Interview. “But we’re exploring 
the 'possibility.’’ 

He and W. E. Uren, chairman of 
the Dominion Coal Board, dis¬ 
cussed possible sale, of Canadian 
coal to Japan with Homan Kaw- 
ano, deputy Japanese trade min¬ 
ister, during Mr. Kawano’s visit 
here earlier this week. 

Mr. Prudham said coal board 
officials are following up the talks 
by checking with western mine 
operators on the possibility of sup¬ 
plying the types of coal Japan 
would like. Japan now buys most 
of its coal from the United States. 

Canada has tried to sell its 
coal to Japan in the past, but 
without success. Mr. Prudham 
said the topic will be discussed 
at the Sept. 10 conference at Lake 
Louise, Alta., of himself and pro¬ 
vincial mines ministers. 

The Japanese were interested in 
obtaining both coking and steam 
coal. The Crows Nest Pass area 
of Alberta had plenty of coking 
coal as well as steam coal. There 
were supplies of steam coal west 
of Calgary and Edmonton, and 
between the two provinces steam 
coal supplies were almost unlim¬ 
ited. 

^If the deal went through it like¬ 
ly would have to be for a sub¬ 
stantial amount and extend over a 
long period to justify improve¬ 
ments that would have to be made 
in west-coast coal handling facil- 
' ities. 

As for transporting the coal 
from Vancouver or New Westmin- 
ter, Mr. Prudham saw one possi¬ 
bility in the fact that Japan is 
shipping semi-processed bauxite to 
Kitimat aluminum works on the 
northern B.C. coast. The ships 
might then come down the coast 
to pick up the coal. 

Mr. Prudham said west coast 
facilities would have to be im¬ 
proved so that they were capable 
of storing at least 10,000 tons of 
coal at a time. This was the 
average cargo of a coal ship. 

The Japanesee have made one 
thing clear, Mr. Prudham said — 
if they are to buy coal from Can¬ 
ada along with wheat and other 
products, Canada must buy more 
goods from Japan so that Japan 
can obtain dollars. 

He noted Japan has become 
Canada's second largest wheat 
buyer and said it would like to 
buy still more Canadian wheat. 
But to increase its purchases, it 
had to sell more here. 

Last year Canadian exports to 
Japan were worth more than $90- 
000,000. Japan's sales to this 
country totalled only $36,000,000.

New Trout Reservoir 
On Allison Creek 
Near Coleman 

Coleman Fish and Game Asso¬ 
ciation has completed a dam on 
Allison Creek with the idea of cre¬ 
ating a, trout reservoir. 

The dam will create a reservoir 
of about 75 acres, according to 
J. M. Chalmers, president of the 
Coleman group. The dam, he stated 
will be right in the shadow of 
Crow’s Nest Mountain, guardian of 
the Pass. 

The dam has been finished sev¬ 
eral days, but some work still re¬ 
mains to be done on the spillway. 
The dam is an earth-fill structure, 
with the spillway Umber lined 
with Sheet iron. 

The dam is constructed in a 
gorge on Allison Creek. The creek 
road leads to the structure. Work 
on the structure was done by vol¬ 
unteers, using a bulldozer. 

The dam. after 12 days, was fil¬ 
led on Monday, from the flow of 
the creek. The Coleman associa¬ 
tion plans tc stock the reservoir 
with rainbow trout. After devel¬ 
opment, according to Mr. Chalmers 
the reservoir will probably be one 
of the best trout fishing spots in 
the province. 

There is a provincial govern¬ 
ment camp shelter for the bene¬ 
fit of fishers and campers about 
one mile below the dam. It is ex¬ 
pected if the fishing is good, the 
Allison Creek spot will be a fur¬ 
ther devolped with more camping 
facilities. 

Mr. Chalmers says the spot will 
be a fisherman’s paradise in a 
couple of years. 

Council Slate 
Improvements to 
Park 

More improvements to the Cole¬ 
man town park are slated for the 
near future. The town council de¬ 
cided at its regular meeting Tues¬ 
day night, to install lighting facil¬ 
ities in the park, north of the 
highway. 

The lights will be installed at 
the back of the camp shelter and 
will be of the low illumination 
type. 

Decision to install the lights 
came after a recommendation by 
Police Chief E. Corson in his 
monthly report on the police de¬ 
partment. The lights will aid 
campers who stay overnight at the 
park and it is hoped it will stop 
vandalism in the Coleman beauty 
spot, according to the chief of 
police. 

The chief pointed out the num¬ 
ber of names have been carved in 
the tables and walls of the shel¬ 
ter and stated it wasnt the tour¬ 
ists who did it. it was local ju¬ 
veniles mostly. 

Chief Corson stated any persons 
caught willfully damaging the 
camp shelter will be prosecuted. 

The council met for three hours 
with Mayor Frank Aboussafy in 
the chair. The financial state¬ 
ment. prepared by the town sec¬ 
retary Trevor Collister was read 
by the Mayor. Expenses for the 
six-month period fram January 
1st until June 30th amounter to 
approximately $37,000 the report 
showed. , 

The council granted a parking 
stand for the new Harry's Station 
Wagon Service, which went into 
operation throughout the Pass 
towns recently. 

Council allowed a special space 
by the Coleman Cafe. Owner of 
the new transportation system, 
Harry Draper, will have to mark 
the space himself, council decided.

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Polio less 
than half 
that of 1955 

The incidence of polio 
across Canada is less than 
hall that of 1955, and only a 
third of the 1951-52 average, 
the Department of National 
Health and Welfare said. 

The provinces reported a total 
of 77 cases, of which 51 or 66 per¬ 
cent ere the'paralytic variety, to 
July 7. 

The 77 cases constitute 41 per¬ 
cent of the 163 reported at the 
same time in 1955 and only 33 
percent of the 231 reported for the 
five-year average. 

The ratio of paralytic cases is 
somewhat higher this year; the 99 
cases in 1955 represented 61 per¬ 
cent of the total cases and the 102 
paralytic-type cases for the five- 
year average represented 44 per¬ 
cent of the total. 

There have been five deaths at¬ 
tributed to polio this year compar¬ 
ed to eight last year. 

To date, B.C. has reported 22 
cases, 12 of the paralytic, and 
Quebec has reported a total of 13 
cases, 11 of them paralytic. 

Last year at this time B.C. had 
47 cases, 32 of them paralytic, and 
Quebec had a total of 22 cases, 16 
of them paralytic. 

There have been 14 cases, 11 of 
them paralytic, in Ontario this 
year, compared to a total of 40 
cases, 16 of them paralytic in 1955. 

While total numbers of cases in 
each province this year are small, 
the national picture, as a percent¬ 
age of the 1955 incidence, is as 
follows: P.E.I. and Nfld.., 100 per¬ 
cent; Quebec and N.B., 67 percent; 
N.S., 56 percent; B.C., 40 percent; 
Ontario, 13 percent; Manitoba, 25 
percent; Alberta, 1 percent; Sask¬ 
atchewan, eight percent; Yukon 
and N.W.T., none.

Gout no longer 
a great problem 

Drugs have taken the sting out 
of gout, and it no longer is a 
great medical problem, according 
to a Buffalo, N.Y., physician. 

Dr. John H. Talbott told the an¬ 
nual clinical conference of the Chi¬ 
cago Medical Society that the 
drugs colchicine and benemid have 
made management of gout easier 
than that of other chronic joint 
ailments. 

Talbott, professor of medicine 
at the University of Buffalo and 
physician-in-chief at the Buffalo 
General Hospital, said colchicine 
reduces significantly the incidence 
of acute attacks of the disease. 

He said benemid serves to elimi¬ 
nate uuric acid from the body. 
Gout, a metabolic disorder, is as¬ 
sociated with an excess of uric 
acid in the blood and chalky de¬ 
posits in cartilages of joints. It 
once was looked upon as a disease 
which made its victims grouchy 
old men who suffered intensely. 

Talbott said the two drugs and 
a few diet measures combine to 
form a simple treatment. 

"More than 90 percent of those 
afflicted suger surprisingly little 
and are able to lead normal lives, 
if they follow a relatively simple 
schedule of management,” he said. 

Iron ore shipments 
up sharply in May 

Shipments of iron ore by Cana¬ 
dian mines increased 65 percent in 
May to 2,440,242 tons from 1,474,- 
I 369 a year ago, and 78 percent in 
the first five months to 3,480,617 
tons from 1,959,671. Stocks at 
(month-end were down slightly to 
1 2,061,787 tons from 2,093,915 last 
year, according to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 

Shipments for export rose 
month to 2,163,765 tons against 
1,393,998 last year and in the five 
months totalled 2,840,602 against 
1,743,033 tons. Ore to Canadian 
consumers rose more than three 
times to 276,477 tons in May from 
80,371 last year and to 640,015 
tons from 216,638 In the five 
months.
